LOUISVILLE. Ky., August 2.— Col. M. J. Winn, 
vice -president and general manager of the Kentucky 
Jockey Club, which controls the race tracks here, 
at Lexington and at Latonia, arrived in this city 
yesterday morning from New York, where he had 
been on a business and pleasure trip since the fore 
part of July. He was accompanied by Col. Andrew 
Vennie, who has long been interested in Churchill 
Downs as a stockholder and director. Both will re- 
main in Louisville for several days and then pro- 
ceed to Latonia. 

Within an hour after his arrival. Colonel Winn 
was at his desk at the Downs. He came to look 
over some contemplated improvements of a minor 
nature in an effort to provide more room for the 
race goers at the local track, but the big improve- 
ments will not be undertaken until after the fall 
season is over, as the time between now and then 
is too short. 

"I have seen a lot of racing in and around New 
York in my time,” said Colonel Winn, “but never 
before have I seen, ns much interest in the sport 
as this year. The attendance at Empire City was 
larger than ever, despite rain and a muddy track 
the greater part of the time, and there is no doubt 
that Saratoga will have the biggest and best 
meeting in its history. As to the coming autumn 
season in Kentucky, I want to say that the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club will provide the same high-class 
brand of sport that featured the spring meetings, 
and I look for a number of eastern stables to come 
this way. Interest in the $50,000 Latonia Champion- 
ship Stakes is at fever heat around New York and 
the best horses eligible from that section will be 
sent to Latonia to run in it.” 

It is the intention of Colonel Winn to go to 
Saratoga August 10 to look after the nominations 
for the fall stakes to be run on the Kentucky cir- 
cuit. The stake blanks will be distributed among 
the horsemen within a few days. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.. August 2.— Follow 
nature's laws and all will be well. Holland is fa- 
mous for its tulips and Holstein cattle, Kentucky 
for her grass. Polar bears don’t exactly thrive on 
the equator, nor does the Albatross cross the line. 
Now here’s a point sometimes overlooked in blood- 
stock breeding, even in the Blue Grass some farms 
are responsible for the production of a better class 
of horses, the winners of the best races, than 
others. ITnder the stewardship of the late Major 
Daingerfield the name of the Castleton-bred win- 
ners was legion. The Hon. W. C. Whitney bred 
oceans of winners, for the number of mares which 
there find a home is nothing short of phenomenal. 
This is particularly so In the case of the fillies. 
I don’t know how many Oaks winners are Ashland- 
bred; for instance, there is the rather diminutive 
Water Blossom, which won both the Ashland and 
Kentucky Oaks, bent The Finn for the Canadian 
Derby, besides winning the big Saratoga filly 
race — the Alabama Stakes. Olive Wood won the 
Spinaway here in Saratoga, American the Cincinnati 
Trophy; Rush, one of the swiftest of the swift, 
won the Kentucky Oaks, as did High Command’s 
dam, Ellen-a-Dale; Puss in Boots could trip it off 
to some purpose, and now everyone is agog in an- 
ticipation of a meeting between Distinction, Miss 
Jemima and the best the east affords. Time flies 
apace, but it is not so many years ago since 
Spirituclle, Kitty Clive, Queenlike, Bracegirdle 
(the best of her year and a wonderful producer, tool. 
Advantage and others were pocketing the best of 
the filly stakes. Did I say the Ashland-bred fillies 
are runners'? What, then, of the capabilities of 
those of the sterner sex? Never was there a more 
capable or more honest lior,£ than Batten; David 
Garrick made the trip to EV gland and there scored 
a signal success in the Chester Cup and, of course, 
the son of Hanover won the annual champion at 
the Bay; Woodlake was first home for the La- 
tonia Derby; the handsome Allan-a-Dale showed 
great plnck when he won the Kentucky 
Derby on three legs and a swinger; Man- 
ager Waite beat the swift Chalmers on his first 
appearance and later along proved too much for so 
good a colt ns Cudgel, and, what is more, this in- 
ternational-bred horse is going yet and retains all 
of his dash and action and will be lientd from 
again; The Manager, pronounced by so good a judge 
ns official handicapper Vosburgli to be the best 
of the year — steady, there.

William Gaither, known to hundreds of turfmen 
as “Commodore,” and one of the best known colored 
grooms on the American turf, died today at 
Churchill Downs. He was fifty-nine years of age 
and had been employed by various stables since the 
Downs was founded in 1875. No near relatives can 
be located. “Commodore” was first employed h.v 
the racing firm of Churchill & Johnson, the Downs 
being nnmed for the former. Later he was valet to 
Col. M. Lewis Clark, for many years presiding 
judge at the track. He also worked at one time 
for George J. Long. He had the distinction of 
witnessing the running of every Kentucky Derby 
from 1875 to 1919. 

Marty Lou, which won a race at Mt. Sterling. 
Ky., last week, is one of the few mares to win 
after having two foals. She is the dam of Emma 
Weller, a winner at New Orleans last winter, and 
Dan Lelian, who bred her, has a yearling foal at 
Douglas Park which she threw last year. Ralph, 
which formerly raced with much success for George 
J. Long, and which killed Free I .a nee in a 
stallion fight at Basliford Manor, is the sire 
of the yearling. Marty Lou will be raced through- 
out the coming Kentucky meetings, and will be 
taken to Havana next winter. She is eight years 
old and until this summer had not raced for three 
years. 

It is said that jockey Mack Garner, who attempted 
to end his life by drinking iodine at Iaitonin last 
spring, will ride for'CT OcTan Meter next autumn. 
He has been resting since the last week of the 
Latonia meeting.

CHICAGO, 111., August 2.— Weather forecast:

The strength of 
the army was 612.708. including 91.690 voluntary 
enlistments since the armistice was signed. Of the 
612.000 men 156,270 were in Europe, 67,680 at sea 
and the remainder at home or on other stations. 

LONDON, England, August 2. — Semiofficial Polish 
sources have received reports that Gen. Gregorieff’s 
troops, which are occupying Odessa, surrounded the 
Jewish quarter and liegau a massacre, which lasted 
three days and nights. Russian soldiers of Gre- 
gorieff’s command, it is stated, carried out the 
massacre. The Jews of the Ukraine and Bessarabia 
have proclaimed a mourning period of fourteen 
days. ■ - t, 

CHICAGO. 111., August 2.— More than 2,000 per- 
sons — members of 3UO families— were made home 
less, forty -nine houses were burned to the ground, 
as many more were partially destroyed, with a 
property loss estima-ted at from $90,000 to $300 .!MIu, 
iu a fire believed of incendiary origiu. which swept 
tlie “back o’ the yards” district today. It is re- 
iiortcd several persons may have lost their lives.

furnished a spectacular contest, with victory ulti- 
mately going to Nortliwood, which had been the 
leader for practically the entire race.

For some reason Bullscye, which was regarded as 
best in the final ( race, was passed up in favor of 
Fmite. The sharps evidently figured an angle of 
some sort to give Smite preference. Smite is traiued 
by L. Gurtli, while Bullscye is trained by the senior 
Garth. The running of the race found Bullseye 
much the best and C. Robinson did not leave the 
result much in uoubt after reaching the stretch, for 
he drew away from the others with Bullseye and 
cuutiuucd rilling hint hard in spite of a long lead 



that lie enjoyed. Hidden Ship landed in second 
place and Roseland finished third. The winner was 
in to be sold for $1,700. but received Max Hirsch’s 
attention to the extent of an $800 raise, the owner 
protecting the colt with a bid of $2,505. 

Crest Hill’s defeat brought about his transfer to 
a new owner, J. Lumsden claiming him for $1,100. 

There was some doubt as to jockey Snnde’s eligi- 
bility to accept mounts as yet. some contending 
that his sixty-day suspension did not expire until 
August 11, but this was clarified by Sam C.

Nuckols said that the suspension 
was for sixty calendar days. 

Jockey Lloyd Gentry, who has for years been 
rated as one of the leading riders of this coun- 
try, will forsake the saddle for good and shortly 
go to his extensive ranch in Texas and give it 
his undivided attention. His decision to quit rid- 
ing in races was made yesterday after consulta- 
tion with doctors, who advised that he quit riding. 
Increasing weight has kept Gentry reducing steadi- 
ly, and following his road work yesterday to de- 
crease to make weight on Best Pal he suffered two 
hemorrhages. E. R. Bradley, who holds the con- 
tract for Gentry’s services, also strongly recom- 
mended that the rider quit and go to his Texas 
home and regain his full strength. 

Nominations to the valuable and sporting event, 
the Grab Bag Handicap, are due on August 7, and 
weights to it will appear August 14. 

Among the newcomers this morning were Ed 
Alvey of Louisville and Joe Brill of Cincinnati. Both 
motored here.
